Ford  Scholarships

The  theme  and  title  of  the  essay 
was  “Freedom’s  Open  Door”.  The 
essay  had  a  special  significance  for 
Saide  for  as  she  wrote  in  her  story, 

“It  is  not  just  a  serious  phrase  to 
me.  It  has  a  poignant  meaning  for 
I’m  a  refugee”. 

Saide,  a  3-1  academic  student, 
came  from  Estonia  via  Germany  to 
the  United  States  in  October  1949. 

Her  essay  will  fie  entered  in  na>- 
tion  wide  competition. 
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The  youths 

of  the  country  are  now  fight¬ 
ing  and  petitioning  for  suf¬ 
frage  of  the  18-year-olds. 
They  feel  that  they  deserve 
this  privilege  of  selecting 
their  national  and  local  lead¬ 
ers  since  they  apparently 
have  enough  education  and 
background  to  make  wise 
choices.  However,  there  is 
Ho  guarantee  that  even  one- 
half  of  these  young  people 
will  exercise  their  right  if 
they  obtain  them.  Very  few 
have  enough  energy  or  inter¬ 
est  to  vote  in  even  those  elec¬ 
tions  which  have  a  personal 
effect  upon  them. 

As  an  example,  there  is  the 
•  election  for  King  and  Queen 
of  the  Campus.  The  general 
apathy  of  Eastsiders  toward 
it  is  surprising.  Although 
approximately  1,000  CRITE- 
RIONS  containing  the  neces¬ 
sary  ballots  were  sold  along 
with  the  companion  tickets  to 
the  Orange  and  Blue  Revue, 
only  253  votes  were  cast.  Yet, 
almost  every  student  was 
anxious1  over  who  would  win 
and  several  were  extremely 
unhappy  when  their  favorite 
candidates  did  not  emerge 
victorious.  If  there,  is  such  a 
small  demonstration  of  will¬ 
ingness  to  participate  in  an 
fair  which  is  extremely  close 
to  home  territory,  how  can 
there  be  any  more  interest 
shown  in  nation-wide  elec¬ 
tions  ? 

In  order  to  gain  a  franchise 
there  must  first  be  proof  of 
the  quality  of  the  people  to 
whom  it  is  to  be  given.  If  the- 
18-year-olds  want  to  vote, 
they  should  start  at  the 
smallest  point.  It  is  impos- 
-~V3ible  to  begin  in  a  top  posi¬ 
tion.  By  taking  part  in  an 
election,  however  unimpor¬ 
tant,  they  can  offer  a  means 
of  displaying  their  concern  in 
public  matters.

Although  tennis  is  not  one  of  the  major 
sports,  the  members  of  the  team  are  out  practicing  every  day  just  as 
hard  as  anyone  could  expect.  The  results  have  not  been  too  good  as 
yet  but  just  because  a  team  isn’t  winning  is  no  reason  for  penalizing  it. 
The  cost  is  comparatively  little  but  it  is  the  principle  of  the  situation. 
While  we  are  on  the  subject,  it  is  a  down-right  shame  that  the  city 
has  not  provided  decent  courts  for  the  team  to  practice  and  play  on. 
We  will  continue  to  have  mediocre  teams  until  this  situation  is  reme¬ 
died.  There  is  not  a  court  in  the  city  where  a  boy  can  play  without 
cost. 

We  realize  that  the  students  are  partly  to  blame  for  the  minor 
sports  situation  at  Eastside.  If  they  would  attend  the  baseball  and 
football  games  there  would  be  enough  money  to  run  the  non-paying 
sports.  Tennis  was  almost  dropped  this  year  due  to  lack  of  funds. 
If  this  lack  of  attendance  at  athletic  events  continues,  baseball  and 
track  may,  in  the  near  future,  also  suffer  the  same  fate.
